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Many grain elevators 
are failing financially 


A recent rash of grain 
elevator failures in the state 
has prompted the General 
Assembly to stiffen laws 
governing regulation of the 
grain trade, beginning this 
year. 

But the state official in 
charge of implementing the 
new rules says it could be 
1980 before farmers will be 
protected against elevator 
insolvencies to the full extent 
of the new law. 

James Onken, chief of the 
Illinois Department of 
Agriculture’s bureau of 
warehouses, said it could 
take that much time to 
recruit and train the new 
field examiners and 
workers. 

He spoke at a conference 
on grain elevator failures. 
The meeting was sponsored 
by the Southern Illinois 
University at Carbondale 
department of agribusiness 
economics. 

Onken said that under the 
new law, his. staff of 
examiners will be nearly 
doubled in order to step up 
detection of financially 
ailing grain elevators. 

But’ he said it takes six 
months to train an examiner 
in the, methods of financial 
and physical auditing of 
grain elevators and the 
department has_ trouble 
recruiting qualified workers 
because of low pay. 

“We only pay these people 
$700 a month. I don’t know 
very many people who will 
take that kind of money for 
climbing 100 feet up in the air 
to check a grain silo. 

“What usually happens is 
that we train someone for 
about two years and then he 
gets a job with an elevator or 
with the federal government 
for more money,” Onken 
said. 

The main reason for the 
increase in the size of 
Onken’s staff is the new 
requirement » for more 
frequent state examinations 
of grain elevators. 
Examinations are required 
in order for the bureau of 
warehouses to issue an- 
nually-renewed grain 
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dealers’ and warehousers’ 
licenses. 

There are about 1,800 
elevators in the state. Before 
the new law was passed, 
Onken employed 17 
examiners. 

Other features of the law 
include limits on a 
speculative method of selling 
grain called delayed or 
deferred pricing. 

The limits include con- 
trolled printing of special 
contracts for selling 
agreements with serialized 
numbers kept by the 
department. Also, all 
elevators must maintain 
liquid assets equal to 90 
percent of the value of grain 
under this contracting 
arrangement. 


‘ 
This method of selling 


grain has been blamed for 
most of the recent elevator 
failures. 

Inthe system, farmers sell 
grain to the local elevator 
operator but agree to set the 
price for the grain at a later 
date. 

“It’s liké collecting from 
Paul to pay Peter,” said 
Dayton Thomas, a Gallatin 
County attorney specializing 
in farm-related subjects. 
“But one day Paul and Peter 
both show up and there’s no 
money to pay anybody. 

“I know of cases where 
there would be unpriced 
grain lying 4Yound for three 
of four years.” 

Thomas is former Gallatin 
County state’s attorney and 
currently is acting as legal 
representative for some of 
the creditors in the state's 
largest-ever grain elevator 
bankruptcy. The elevator, 
operated by Bob Williams of 
Shawneetown, is said to owe 
more than $4.5 million to 
farmers and others. The 
elevator was closed late last 
year. 

Two other Southern Illinois 
elevators were declared 
insolvent by the Department 
of Agriculture within the 
past six months. A Northern 
Illinois elevator that failed 
last year owes farmers more 
than $1.5 million. 

Another new feature of 
regulations to prevent such 
insolvencies is a required 
annual audit by a certified 
public accountant. It had 
been recommended as early 
as 1973 but was stalled by 
opposition from the grain 
industry until the recent rash 
of failures.

4, Insofar as the physician believed that ‘‘to care for”’ 
meant “‘to cure,”’ he or she was as helpless to act in the 
face of suffering as theterminal patient himself. 
g DYING AS AN OBJECT. r 
# For the patient, terminal illness meant a lingering, 
painful, hopeless death. And the nightmare was not 
«simply meeting death, but dying as an object rather 
=than as a person — ceasing to be ‘‘Jay Green, father- 
. player-of-sandlot-baseball-and-lover-of-jazz’ . and 
becoming instead ‘the leukemia case in 202.”" 

Jay Green became a man whose body had 
betrayed his trust, a man whose happiness was tied to 
his blood count and his X-rays. 

Even his subjective sensations, his most private 
universe, had been invaded by disease. 

‘As the passiye receiver of pain, he was at the 
‘mercy of his disease or of a nurse who failed to bring 
‘him his pain medication in time, or of an orderly who 
‘forgot to life his body gently. 
£ As a receptacle in which a dread disease was in 
‘control, he was often shunned by others, set apart from 
‘his usual social connection. The boundaries of his 
‘world thus shrank to the size of his hospital room, or to 
*the size of his bed. 
<The nightmare of terminal: illness became not 
{death itself, but the process of dying — alone, away 
‘from friends and family, suffering, fearful, uncertain, 
tutterly dependent on a depersonalized technology, tied 
ito tubes, tests, and machines, and unable to act in one’s 
town behalf. 

‘ TECHNOLOGY FOR HUMAN NEEDS. 

The work of the noted psychiatrist Elisabeth» 
{ikubler-Ross and of Dr. Cicely Saunders, founder of St. 
®Christopher’s Hospice in London, arose in an attempt . 
Bto meet the needs of such patients as Jay Green — 

“finding ways to put technology back in the service of 
Spersons, giving physicians definite choices for action, 
restoring and fostering the dignity and authenticity of 
=patients even in the face of death. 
+ This work, though still unfinished, has begun to 
revolutionize the treatment of the terminally ill, from 
=the point of view of both doctors and patients. 
©. Though physicians cannot cure their patients’ 
.Billnesses, they are by no means helpless. They can 
Soffer effective relief of most major symptoms — pain, 
nausea, shortness of breath. 
= Diagnostic tools allow them to predict the course of 
the disease and-to give dying persons concrete 
{information about their illness — what to expect, what 
not to expect — and thus reduce fear. 
% These tools are technical tools, but they. can be 
used in the service of sick and dying persons — to keep 
them in control, to minimize their uncertainty, to keep 
{ithem well and ranctiing as long as possible. 
= Knowledge imphrted by the physician to the 
patient is, in this case, not simply a matter of truth- 
telling — itis useful; it restores the patient’s autonomy 
"by restoring his independence. S 
. Thus, the patient becomes a partner in his own 
care, and the physician’s sphere of action is increased. 

DEATH WITH DIGNITY. 

‘This concern for the dying person has been the 
Sfocus of a number of organizations that have emerged 
tin tecent years, most notably Concern, for Dying 
! @férmerly the Euthanasia Educational Council), which 
{promoted the Living Will. 
=. This document provides a means of informing 
Sphysicians of an individual's wishes regarding his or 
“her own treatment during terminal illness. 

s Motivated by the belief that persons have a right to 

© a peaceful, painless death, Concern for Dying, along 
with other groups, has been active in the growing 
movement for ‘‘death with dignity.” 

In contrast, an opposite trend can be seen in a 

fumber of organizations that have attempted to 

‘forestall death completely — for example, the Society 
for the Elimination of Death. 
zg The surge in research on aging prompts these 
© groups to hope to achieve immortality through modern 
iscience. For instance, more than a dozen persons to 
- “date have had their bodies frozen, intending to have 
(themselves ‘‘defrosted’’ at a later date, when 
© technology will presumably provide a sure cure for 
= disease, thus allowing them to “‘live forever.” 


medicine as a whole. 


The loss of control, of connectedness, of autonomy 
— so painfully evident in the care of the terminally ill 
—are experiences common to all sick persons. 

Emphasis on medical treatment of disease is 
shifting to conscious care of the person who is ill, with 
the goal of maintaining or restoring the patient’s sense 
of personhood and wholeness while ministering to his 


or her physical needs. 
This shift in 


emphasis 


reflects a major 


philosophical change, which, though recent, will alter 
medical care for years to come. 

Medicine is not purely a technical profession; 
rather it is a moral-technical profession, whose tools 
are to be used to heal the person as well as the disease. 

Physicians are not simply monitors of electrolytes 
or dispensers of drugs. They are healers of human 


beings. 


This is a moral responsibility whose seriousness 
should neither be underestimated nor feared. Except 
for dying itself, sickness is one of the most profoundly 
frightening experiences a human being can undergo. 

The Physician who stands by his or her patient, 


using know! 


ledge of the body to alter disease processes, 


who creates and maintains the bond of trust with the 
patient, who uses information to teach patients how to 
remain in control and function as persons — that 
physician uses technical means to achieve moral ends, 
and acts in the service of humanity, 

And that, I believe, is the proper function of 


medicine.

The Southern Illinois 
University Board of Trustees 
on Thursday approved 
recommendations by Dr. 
Kenneth A. Shaw, president 
of SIU at Edwardsville, 
regarding the phasing-out of 
the Experiment in Higher 
Education program at the 
East St. Louis Center and 
future developments at the 
center. 

Developed in a series of 
negotiations between the 
president of SIUE, Dr. 
Rosetta Wheadon, president 
of State Community College 
(SCC) in East St. Louis, and 
the staff of the Board of 
Higher Education, the ac- 
tiens are intended to: 

—Eliminate duplication of 
efforts in offering lower 
division baccalaureate 
courses in East St. Louis. 

—Develop a_ research 
component of SIUE in East 
St. Louis to identify more 
effective approaches to 
remedial and developmental 
education. 

—Provide for more ef- 
ficient and effective uses of 
the state’s resources which 
support both educational 
institutions. 

Pres. Shaw said the 
proposals were developed as 
a result of legislative 
demands to _ eliminate 
duplication of effort in East 
St. Louis. The demands were 
expressed during the ap- 
propriation process for 
funding to purchase the 
Broadview facility in 1978.

program should not be af- 
fected by an_ orderly 
phaseout of the program, Dr. 
Shaw said. It is to be im- 
plemented in such a manner 
that their needs will continue 
to be supplied and~ the 
completion of their studies 
won't be jeopardized. 

Shaw said _ definitive 
statements cannot be made 
concerning the impact of the 
move on the personal and 
professional future of faculty 
and staff at this stage in the 
process, but every effort will 
be made to assist and ac- 
commodate those affected. 

Several options may be 
available to faculty and staff 
working with the 
Experiment in Higher 
Education program, in- 
cluding the possibility of 
being transferred to SCC or 
the main SIUE campus, or 
remaining at the East St. 
Louis Center to become a 
part of the programs to be 
developed there. 

Retraining opportunities 
that expand and improve 
faculty and staff skills will 
also be available.

Tight rein on local taxation introduced 


Governor James R. 
Thompson’s plan to force 
staté and local governments 
and local school districts to 
limit their spending was 
introduced in the Senate last 
week. 

Thompson said that if the 
limits on taxes and spending 
he is proposing on . state 
government had been on the 
‘books the past eight years, 
actual growth in ap- 
propriations from the 
General Funds and from the 
Road Fund, excluding 
construction, would have 
been cut in fiscal years 1972 
by 8 percent, 1973 by 3 
percent, 1975 by 6 percent 
and 1979 by a fraction of a 
, percentage point. 

Regarding his proposed 
local tax and spending 


limits, the governor said that * 


had they been in effect in 
1977, tax bills would have 
been lower in 65 of the state’s 
102 counties: 

In addition, lower tax bills 
would have been ex- 
perienced that year by 
taxpayers in 59 percent of 
the state’s townships, 54 
percent of Illinois cities and

villages, 51 percent of fire 
protection districts, 65 
percent of junior college 
districts and 52 percent of 
school districts, he asserted. 

The 10-point. program, 
responding to the 1978 
general election approval of 
the “Thompson proposition’ 
to put a lid on taxes and 
spending, includes both 
statutory and constitutional 
changes. 

Five of the plan's actions 
are included in a Senate joint 
resolution which proposes a 
constitutional amendment. 
If it wins legislative ap- 
proval, it could be placed on 
the 1980 general election 
ballot. 

The constitutional 
measures, sponsored’ by 
Senator Prescott E. Bloom, 
Peoria, Provide that: 

1s Increased ap- 
propriations from _ the 
General Funds and the Road 
Fund in any fiscal year could 
not exceed the percentage of 
growth in personal income 
for the last fiscal year in 
which the percentage is 
known. 

2. When a governor uses a 


reduction veto on a spending 
bill, it could take a three- 
fifths vote in each General 
Assembly chamber to 
override the action. Only a 
majority is now needed 

3. The General Assembly 
would have to achieve a 
three-fifths vote in each 
chamber to increase a tax. A 
majority would now suffice. 

tf only a majority ap- 
proved a tax hike, then the 
question would go to a 
statewide referendum. If 
three-fifths of those voting in 
the referendum opposed the 
tax, it would be dead. 

4. All mandated programs 
imposing new or expanded 
costs on local governments 
or school districts would be 
required only if the General 
Assembly funds the par- 
ticular program. 

5. The governor and the 
General Assembly would 
have to maintain in feserve 
at least 2 percent of all the 
revenues they estimate will 
be available for spending 
from the General Funds in 
any fiscal year. 

Applied ‘solely to local- 
level, taxing bodies, spon- 
sored by Senator Kenneth G. 
McMillan, Bushnell, the 
following pieces of tax-lid 


‘ legislation were introduced: 


A. No local government or 
school district property tax 
revenues could grow in any 
year more than the growth of 
Illinois personal income in 
the last known calendar 
year. The limit would make 
an exception in the case of 
payments for bonded in- 
debtedness. A majority vote 
at a referendum would be 
needed to exceed the limit. 

B. A_ state school aid 
formula change would be 
made to prevent school 
districts from losing state 
dollars which might result 
from the new limit. 

Cc. A ‘Truth-in-taxation” 
provision would be enacted, 
requiring that before in- 
creasing the tax levy, taxing 
units must publish notices, 
hold public hearings and 
take public action to raise 
the levies even within

allowable limits. No such 
notice or public hearing is 
now required. 

D. No new taxing district 
could be created without the 
approval of two-thirds of 
those voting on the question. 

E. There would be a rate 
rollback provision under 
which any tax rate could be 
lowered by up to 15 percent if 
approved by a. majority at 
referendum. Petitions with 
signatures of at least 5 
percent of the registered 
voters in the taxing district 
would be needed to place the 
issue on the ballot. Only one 
rollback attempt on a single 
tax rate could be made in 
each two-year period.

New roofs at 
Peck, library 


The architectural firm of 
Hellmuth, Obata and 
Kassabaum of Belleville has 
been recommended to the 
Illinois Capital Development 
Board (CDB) as the ar- 
chitect to be retained for a 
roof replacement and 
remodeling project on the 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville campus. 

The recommendation was 
approved Thursday by the 
SIU Board of Trustees in a 
meeting on the Alton cam- 


pus. 

The project, provides for 
replacement of roofs on the 
Peck Classroom and Lovejoy 
Library buildings, and for 
remodeling all core 
buildings at the SIUE 
campus, the Wagner com- 
plex and the East St. Louis 
Center, to bring them into 
compliance with either 
federal safety and health 
requirements of the 
Rehabilitation Act of 1972 
concerning handicapped 
access compliance stan- 
dards. 

Funding for the project in 
the amount of $409,000 was 
provided in the 1978-79 ap- 


-propriations to the CDB for 


projects submitted as part of 
the SIU capital budget. 

At its September 1978 
meeting, the board adopted a 
resolution authorizing 
requests for release of funds 
and indicating architect- 
engineer selections for 
various capital projects, 
including this one. That 
resolution provided that the 
design work on the project 
would be accomplished by 
SIUE and the CDB staff. 

The Capital Development 
Board recently indicated 
that because of the workload 
within the agency — and the 
fact that SIUE does not have 
a certified architect on staff 
to perform the design work 
— an architect needs to be 
retained for the project. 

University officers said 
they. are recommending 
Hellmuth, Obata and 
Kassabaum because the 
firm served as the architect 
for all core buildings at 
SIUE, with the exception of 
Classroom Buildings II and 
Il, and is familiar with the 
design of the buildings. 

Retention of the architect 
for the project is not an- 
ticipated to affect the total 
project cost or the scope of 
work which can be ac- 
complished within the 
project budget. The original 
budget included costs for 
design work which would 
have been done by the CDB 
staff.

kind of hard surfaced, 
asphalt-type track on the 
perimeter of Wilson Park. 

On. one count, it would 
probably cost $20,000 to 
$30,000 or more. On a more 
important count, we older 
joggers prefer a softer 
surface and should probably 
avoid hard surfaces such as 
asphalt paving. 

‘A jogging trail should also 
not be made too tempting for 
use by bicyclists. 

‘The primary need, as I see 
it personally, is to improve 
drainage in low areas on the 
perimeter of Wilson Park to 
maintain slogging in wet 
shoes and socks. 


Marking distances along 
the trail would probably also 
be. appreciated by many 
joggers, too. 

In any case, I don’t think 
we should simply “throw, 
some money’? at the 
problem. 

‘The jogging public should 
be given an opportunity to 
participate in any decision 
and, of course, advice should 
be sought from recognized 
authorities in jogging and in 
this kind of landscape or 
engineering design.

On April 11, the public had 
the opportunity to hear 
statements made by can- 
didates for the board of park 
commissioners of the 
Granite City Park District. 
Unfortunately, the bad 
weather prevented many 
citizens and two of the ‘six 
candidates from attending. 

Some false statements and 
accusations were made by 
some of the candidates who 
spoke, and I would like to 
clear those up now. 

I am, as I am sure many 
others are, fed up with the 
candidate making 
statements about things 
without first doing their 
homework on the subjects. 

Incorrect figures are given 
out, usually to make the 
incumbents sound bad and to 
make the candidate sound 
knowledgeable. This is what 
happened Wednesday night. 

The first candidate to 
speak was Jack Hood. As has 
been noted in the newspaper 
on previous occassions, Mr. 
Hood stated that one of the 
first things he would do as a 
board: member would be to 
increase the use of the ice 
rink facility. 

According to Mr. Hood and 
the next speaker, Joe Mit- 
chell, the ice rink is used five 
months out of a possible 12 
and that some programs 
should be scheduled for the 
rink during the summer 
months. 

First of all, the ice rink 
operates during October, 
November, December, 
January, February and 
March. Unless my math 
background fails me, that 
adds up to six months, not 
five. 

This is a minor 
discrepancy true, but why 
not give the correct facts in 
the first place? 

Secondly, if Jack Hood is 
so familiar with park district 
programming, how is it that 
he keeps forgetting to 
mention the various 
programs conducted at the 
rink during the spring and 
summer? 

One look at the readily 
available spring-summer 
brochure distributed by the

park district in May men- 
tions quite a few programs 
held at the ice rink during 
the summer. 

To mention a few, the 
annual East egg hunt and 
Easter sunrise service held 
during the spring and the co- 
ed volleyball program, 
women’s exercise program, 
adult tennis lessons, dances 
held during the 4th of July 
celebration, and the ‘‘Music 
Under the Stars’ choral 
concert program. 

Conveniently, these are 
the same types of programs 
that Mr. Hood pledges to 
start if he is elected. When 
approached with the above 
facts at the meeting, Both 
Mr. Hood and Mr. Mitchell 
stated: that they knew - of 
these programs but felt the 
rink could be programmed 
more often than it is now. 

If they knew of these 
programs, why did they say 
that the ice rink sits idle 
during the summer and is 
used only ‘five’ months out 
of the year? 

‘The above discrepancies 
were minor compared with 
figures and second-hand 
information given by the 
next candidate, Joe Mitchell. 
Mr. Mitchell started spitting 
out figures with no 
realization of what the items 
and repairs that he was 
talking about actually cost. 

Mr. Mitchell stated that 
the tax multiplier handed 
down by the state to Madison 
County would increase the 
Park District’s tax revenue 
by $35,000 to $40,000 per year 
and that he would use this 
extra money to get the 
swimming pool back into 
“first class shape.” 

According to the paper, the 
multiplier for Madison 
County is to be “1”, which 
means the Park District will 
not be receiving this extra 
money. More importantly, 
Mr. Mitchell feels the pool 
could be put back into first- 
class shape with the $70,000 
to $80,000 he anticipated with 
the non-existant increase. 

Perhaps Mr. Mitchell is 
more knowledgeable, or 
perhaps he has someone to 
donate the material or labor 
for the pool renovation

in 1920. 

Two years later BPW 
started a move for uniform 
marriage and divorce laws 
in the U.S. and in 1930 helped 
to form the International 
Federation of BPW.

In 1933, the BPW became 
active in a campaign to 
repeal the National 
Economy Act, under which a 
wife could be dismissed if 
her husband worked. 

Also in the 1930s, the BPW 
endorsed the Equal Rights 
Amendment for the first 
time and lobbied to have 
women appointed to the Civil 
Sevice Commission and the 
Security Boards. 

BPW supported legislation 
to establish women’s 
branches of the armed forces 
and secure equal status for 
women in the armed forces’ 
medical services. 

The women’s group 
participated in the con- 
ferences which drew up the 
United Nations Charter in 
1945 and the following year 
began promoting the support 
of women in political office. 

A national research center 
for working women and the 
Business and Professional 
Women’s Foundation were 
established in 1952, and BPW 
sponsored the first congress 
for women leaders in the 
Western Hemisphere in 1963. 

A move to establish 
commissions in all states on 
the Status of Women was 
undertaken in 1964. 

Sex discrimination in 
public education was a key 
project of the women’s group 
in 1972 and, in 1973, BPW 
members pledged and raised 
$250,000 in one year to help 
ratification of the Equal 
Rights Amendment and 
subsequently approved a 
permanent dues assessment 
until passage occurs 

To teach women political 
skills, the BPW has spon- 
sored political and 
legislative conferences and 
various programs that 
concentrate on leadership,

retention funds supporting

$190,000 of the $205,000 
needed for this purpose. 

‘Attempts have been made

Togetherness for injured Omaha 
man, wife at GC medical center

A sudden snowstorm the 
evening of March 24 was a 
nuisance to many, but for 
Edwin and Helen Pelecky of 
Omaha, Neb., it brought an 
unexpected and frightening 
end to their vacation. 

While traveling home from 
their trip to. the eastern 
United States — with one 
more planned stop at the 
Lake of the Ozarks — the 
Peleckys suddenly found 
themselves in the  un- 
fortunate position of last car 
in a multi-vehicle pileup on 
Interstate 270, |just north of 
Granite City. 

“We were the end of the 
line,” Pelecky said. ‘‘There 
were five or six cars and 
three semis in the accident, 
too."’ Their Chevrolet 
Suburban truck and 30-foot 
travel trailer were 
demolished in the crash 


Taken first to Oliver C. 
Anderson Hospital, 
Maryville, the Peleckys 
were then transferred to St.

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China tour by Cong. Price 


House Armed Services 
Committee Chairman 
Melvin Price of this district

and activities and meet with

Among the matters which

Sino-Soviet border, 
technology transfer, the 
transfer of weapons by the 
Soviets and other nations to 
countries in Southeast Asia, 
and the security situation on 
the Korean Peninsula.
